Kremlin Steps Up Pressure 
To End Independence Drive

MOSCOW — The Soviet gov- 
emmment has ordered drastic cuts in 
natural gas supplies τὸ Lithuania 
beginning Tuesday. starting ἃ par- 
tial economic blockade intended to 
persuade the Baltic republic to re- 
verse its declaration of indepen- 
dence. 

Lithuanian officials said that of- 
ficial notification of the threatened 
cut-off came in 2 telegram from the 
fegional gas headquarters in the 
neighboring republic of Bvelorus- 
sia, The message, which was ad- 
dressed to the Lithuanian gas com- 
pany. said that supplies would be 
“sharply reduced from April 17 of 
the current year” in accordance 
with the instructions of the Soviet 
goverament. 

[Prime Minister Kazimiera 
Prunskiene of Lithuania said the 
government had been told that So- 
viet oil supplies to the Mazeikiai oil 
refinery would be cut off between 7 
AM. and 8 AM. Wednesday, Reu- 
ters reported. 

[This is the real beginning of 
freedom,” Mrs, Prunskiene said.] 

A 48-hour deadline set by Presi- 
dent Mikhail S. Gorbachev for 
Lithuania to annul a series of deci- 
sions on its independent statehood 
expired Sundav evening. 

‘The Soviet leader had threatened 
to deliveries of commod- 
ities that could be sold abroad for 
freely convertible currency if Lith- 
uania Failed to heed his ultimatum, 

Lithuania, which proclaimed the

Bush Vows to Take

WASHINGTON — President 
George Bush said Tuesday that he 
would make “appropriate respons- 
es” if the Soviet Union carried out 
a threat to sharply reduce natural 
gas supplies to Lithuania. 

Senior officials described the 
president's options as primarily in- 
volving slowdowns of talks aimed 
at aiding Moscow improve its trade 

“We are considering appropriate 
responses if these threats are imple- 
mented,” Mr. Bush said, adding 
that the administration was 
“watching the situation very. very 
closely” to see if the Soviet an- 
nouncements were implemented.

“are contrary to the approach that 
we have urged and that others have 
urged upon the Soviet Union.”
